Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District,  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1959. 

The  purpose  of  the  Annual  Report  is,  broadly,  to  review  the  general 
state  of  health  and  well-being  of  the  people  of  the  District  for  which  the 
Council  is  responsible,  to  compare  the  standards  achieved  with  those  of 
comparable  communities  elsewhere  in  the  country,  and  with  National 
figures,  and  to  measure  progress  by  retrospective  survey  over  the  years. 

The  population  of  Rugeley  has  again  increased  by  an  estimated  150, 
to  a  total  of  11,860.  This  is  a  substantial  proportionate  increase.,  and 
bears  witness  to  a  flourishing  community. 

The  259  live  births  and  104  deaths  gave  a  natural  increase  of  155. 

This  is  five  more  than  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  which,  unless 
more  people  are  leaving  Rugeley  than  coming  into  it,  is  almost  certainly 
too  low. 

The  259  live  births  represented  an  (actual)  live  birth  rate  of  21.84 
per  thousand,  which  is  considerably  higher  than  the  National  figure  of  16.5. 
This  remains  true  even  when  the  favourable  age  distribution  of  Rugeley' s 
population  is  discounted,  as  in  the  “  standardised  ”  birth  rate,  which  is 
19.7  per  thousand.  It  has  been  said  that  a  high  birth  rate  reflects  the 
confidence  of  the  people  in  continued  economic  security,  if  so,  the  people 
of  Rugeley  appear  to  share  that  confidence. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  somewhat  higher  than  average,  but  not  so  the 
infant  mortality  rate.,  which,  at  23.17,  was  close  to  the  National  rate  of 
29.7.  Indeed,  our  figure  is  good  for  a  predominantly  industrial  population, 
and  is  to  be  compared  with  an  average  of  41.34  over  the  preceding  nine 
years. 

Studv  of  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  (page  6)  shows  prematurity  and 
congenital  malformations  to  be  the  oustanding  contributory  causes. 

This  is  in  conformity  with  general  experience  in  the  country  as  a 
whole. 

All  the  infant  deaths  took  place  under  the  age  of  one  month,  so  that 
the  infant  mortality  rate  was  the  same  as  the  neonatal  rate. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession,  a 
matter  for  sober  and  cautious  congratulation,  which  must  give  satisfaction, 
as  much  to  the  doctors  and  nurses  in  this  service,  as  it  does  to  the  general 
public. 

There  were  104  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1959,  giving  a  general  death 
rate  of  14.7,  which  is  practically  the  same  as  the  National  average  of  11.6. 

A  perusal  of  the  causes  of  death  on  page  10  of  this  report  will  show 
that  the  great  majority  fall  into  a  very  limited  number  of  categories. 
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Thus.,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels,  cancer,  bronchitis  and  other 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system,  together  with  accidents,  account  for 
some  75%  of  all  deaths. 

It  is  a  solemn  thought  that  one  death  in  every  twenty  was  due  to 
accident.  On  the  other  hand,  deaths  from  the  great  killers  of  the  past — 
the  infectious  diseases,  including  tuberculosis,  amounted  to  one  only. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  the  year  was  notable  for  the  absence 
of  the  major  serious  infections. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  of  Diphtheria  were  recorded,  and  only 
five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred. 

A  mere  eleven  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  presumably  because  1959 
was  an  inter-epidemic  year,  for  we  do  not  yet  have  the  measure  of  measles, 
and  it  will  no  doubt  return  in  epidemic  form  from  time  to  time  in  the 
future.  Modern  chemotherapy  has,  however,  robbed  it  of  its  serious  and 
often  fatal  complications. 

The  number  of  persons  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis  rose  again. 
Diphtheria  immunisation  was  on  a  lower  level,  probably  from  concentration 
of  the  main  immunisation  effort  on  Poliomyelitis. 

Dysentery  was  apparently  absent,  a  fortunate  circumstance  for  which 
the  community  may  be  thankful,  as  the  disease  was  known  to  be  prevalent 
in  neighbouring  towns. 

Notifications  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  the  whole  year  wrere  four, 
a  figure  small  by  comparison  with  the  prevailing  incidence  but  a  few  years 
ago. 


There  was  one  death,  one  cure_,  and  two  transfers  out  of  the  district, 
balanced  by  four  transfers  into  the  district. 

The  total  on  the  Register  was  thus  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  four 
new  cases  to  a  total  of  62  cases. 

The  geographical  distribution  is  shown  in  the  Tables. 

The  purity  of  water  supplies  has  been  kept  under  observation  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  periodic  sampling  at  supply  points  in  different  parts  of 
the  district,  both  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  by  the  Water  Company. 
Reports  have  been  uniformally  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  32  new  houses  were  erected  privately. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  here,  that  my  short  period  of 
office  as  Acting  Medical  Officer  has  been  made  most  pleasant  by  the  under¬ 
standing  and  helpfulness  of  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and 
by  the  friendly  relationships,  and  ready  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  obtain  their  water  in  bulk  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Water  Company.  This  supply  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quality,  and 
(b)  in  quantity. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  we  submit  to  the  County  Analyst  and 
County  Bacteriologist,  the  Water  Works  Company  take  frequent  samples 
of  the  raw  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  (a)  before 
treatment,  (b)  after  treatment,  and  (c)  from  taps  in  our  district. 

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  does  not  have  a  plumbo-solvent 
action.  There  was  no  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 
during  the  year. 
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It  is  estimated  that  3^612  dwelling  houses  occupied  by  11,860  persons 
are  supplied  from  the  public  mains.  As  far  as  these  houses  are  concerned, 
3,611  dwelling  houses  occupied  by  11,857  persons  have  the  supply  directly 
over  the  sinks.  The  remaining  1  house  occupied  by  3  persons  obtain 
the  public  supply  from  a  stand  pipe  in  the  yard.  A  demolition  Order  has 
been  put  on  this  house.
